CODE COMMITTEE 


MAY SUBMIT BILL 


Secretary Tells of In- 


ability to Stop 'Hot* 


Oil in Texas. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—(AP)— 


New legislation to regulate pro- 
duction and shipment of illegally 
produced oil will be sought by 
Secretary Ickes as a result of the 
Supreme court decision holding 
unconstitutional Section 9 (C) of 
the recovery act. 


The secretary, who also is the 


oil administrator, made known his 
purpose at a press conference. The 
government had been attempting 
to curb interstate shipment of oil 
under the recovery act. 


Ickes said the Supreme court 


decision would mean a marked de- 
cline in oil prices. 


He added he would confer im- 


mediately with Chairman Cole of 
the house commerce subcommittee 
investigating the oil industry, but 
would not draft a bill pending ac- 
tion by that group. 


"I don't think that the country 


will ever be in the position to 
control the oil situation without 
further legislation," Ickes said. "It 
is absolutely inevitable that there 
will be an approach to the condi- 
tions before the oil administration 
took hold. 
"There will not only be an in- 


centive but an opportunity for one 
man to steal the oiT"of.*'aBother 
man. Under the weight of in- 
creased production prices can't 
hold.

"I'm not predicting when it will 


happen; I'm saying it will hap- 
pen!" '

ed against federal regulation at 
this time, would submit a bill.

"While we intend to do the best

Unless Law Changed. 
Recognizing^ the possibility that 


the entire burden of relief may be 
thrown back upon the counties, 
Lancaster county commissioners 
Tuesday, estimated potential 1935 
expenseVat $f;?65;TOO—nearly a 
million dollars higher than any 
estimate ever before made in the 
history of the 
county. Such an 


amount—it would require a 13 
mill levy while the present limit 
which the county may levy is 4 
mills—could never be raised un- 
less the legislature allows or pro- 
vides for the increase this session. 


Of the amount named in the es- 


timate, $1,260,000 is for relief and 
care of the indigent in one form or 
another while 8505,000 is for ex- 
penses of the county proper. 


Taking No Chances. 


The statute requires commis- 


sioners to make up their estimate 
in January and when they make 
their levy m August they can raise 
money for no item not listed in 
the January estimate. Neither can 
they apportion to each division of 
expenditure more than was pro- 
vided for in the estimate. For that 
reason the commissioners, taking 
no chances, went the limit in case 
the legislature should provide for 
all relief monies to be levied and 
administered by the county. 


For the first time Tuesday, the 


commissioners learned how much 
has been expended by the U. S. 
government for relief in Nebraska 
during 1934 by the bureau at 
Eighteenth and Q streets. The sum 
was $884,910 and the figure does 
not include salaries paid to ap- 
proximately 150 case workers, the 
clerical workers, and others who

REVENUE TAXES 


SHOW BIG GAIN 


42 Per Cent Increase In 


Collections For Year 


Ending June 30. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—(AP) 


—A jump of 42 per cent in in- 
ternal revenue taxes collected by 
the government in the fiscal year 
ended last June 30 was announced 
at the treasury today. 


Collections amounted to $2,300,- 


816,308, a gain of $680,977,084, or 
42 per cent, over the fiscal year 
1933. This was exclusive of agri- 
cultural adjustment taxes which 
totaled $371,422,885 during the 
year. The gain in general revenue 
reflected additional levies and in- 
creases in collections on old ones. 


A breakdown by the internal 


revenue bureau showed that in- 
come tax collections amounted to 
$817,025,339 compared with $746,- 
791,404 for the preceding year, a 
gain of 9 per cent. Collections of 
miscellaneous 
internal 
revenue 


taxes amounted to $1,483,790,- 
969.19. as compared with $873,- 
047,820 the previous year, repre- 
senting a gain of 70 per cent. 


This increase was accounted for, 


in round numbers, by $175,000,000 
from the new taxes imposed by 
the NRA.

DECISION ON OIL 
MAY KILL OTHER 
NEW DEAL LAWS 


Senator Adams Predicts 


Agricultural Agencies 


Will Be Affected. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8--M3)— 


The new deal, deprived of a por- 
tion of NIRA which the Supreme 
court tossed out of the window 
as unconstitutional, still strove 
today to keep the federal lid on 
"hot oil." 


At the same time, the belief 


was expressed in one quarter on 
Capitol hill that the high tri- 
bunal's act in scrapping an oil 
control provision in the national 
industrial recovery act spelled 
the doom of some other new deal 
legislation. 
Senator Adams, (D.-Colo) said 


some of the laws behind the gov- 
ernment's agricultural 
program 


contained provisions similar fc> 
the oil control features which 
1he Supreme court killed on the 
ground congress had delegated too 
much law-making power to the 
president. 
The section scrapped by an 8 


to 1 decision was 9 (C) under 
which the government has been 
undertaking to bar from inter- 
state commerce oil produced in 
excess of quotas fixed by state 
agencies. This petroleum is known 
as "hot oil." 
Ickes Comments. 


Secretary Ickes, oil admir^jstra- 


tor, noted that the decision "Did 
not rule on the oil code" em- 
bodied in other parts of NIRA. 


"We still have that code and 


will continue to operate," he de- 
clared. "We will attempt to regu- 
late hot oil with every resource 
we have." 


While some oil leaders in the 


great East Texas field expressed 
fear the $l-a-barrel price struc- 
ture would collapse under a flow 
of illegal oil and strove to pre- 
vent a return of "jungle law" in 
competition, one school of thought 
in New York contended the code 
and state regulation combined 
would handle the situation. 


Moves to present new legisla- 


tion remedying that on 'which 
the high court turned thumbs 
down were already under way. 
Chairman Cole (D-Md) of a house 
subcommittee handling oil mat- 
ters said it would be a good 
guess that the committee would 
urge new legislation. 


He said the court decision 


"leaves the problem entirely to 
the states without any federal as- 
sistance. Such assistance was in- 
valuable In bringing the industry 
out of chaos and putting produc- 
tion more in line with demand." 


The high court's first decision 


on major new deal legislation— 
a decision in which only Justice 
Cardozo dissented — brought a 
quick statement frtm Donald R. 
Richberg, President 
Roosevelt's 


"No. 1", co-ordinalor. Warning 
against predictions as to what the 
court may decide about NRA, he 
said: 


"The court, even by implica- 


tion, has not cast a doubt on the 
validity of codes of fair competi- 
tion." 


"No one is justified," he as- 


serted, "in prophesying, on the 
basis of this opinion, the action 
of the Supreme court in any case 
involving the validity of a par- 
ticular code of fair competition, 
or any provision of such a code." 


Jersey Recovery Act Erased. 
TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 8—(AP) 


—The New Jersey state industrial 
recovery act was no more today, 
terminated under a proclamation 
by Acting Gov. Clifford R. PowelL 


The acting governor, a republi- 


can occupying the executive chair 
as 1934 senate president, abolished 
by his proclamation yesterday the 
codes governing 1? industries. 


Since the national recovery act 


is in effect, the acting governor 
said, the emergency the state re- 
covery act was designed to meet 
"no longer exists," and "the gen- 
eral welfare of the citizens of this 
state will best be served by re- 
moving the tentacles of the state 
recovery, administration from busi- 
ness^ 


Although the act had been the 


target for legislative debate for a 
year, both republican and demo- 
cratic legislators expressed sur- 
prise at the action. Powell said it 
was taken without the knowledge 
of the republican governor-elect, 
Harold G. Hoffman, who had left 
the state to prepare his inaugural 
address.

is as follows: 


"Whereas, numerous complaints

Now, therefore, be it resolved 


that we, the board of commission- 
ers, hereby give notice that we are 
opposed to granting beverage li- 
censes outside of the corporate 
limits of the various towns and 
villages in Lancaster county and 
ehereby adopt it as a policy of 
this board that we will grant no 
licenses, or the renewal of any 
licenses to any person outside the 
corporate limits of a town or city 
in- Lancaster county." 


Commissioners got a chance to 


try out their resolution immedi- 
ately, for C. C. Dukes appeared 
and asked that he be granted on- 
sale privileges at his establish- 
ment near Pioneers park. The 
commissioners told him that their 
resolution automatically barred 
him from getting a license.

Haynes Says Local Units 
Haven't Funds to Care 


For Unemployables. 


County officials Tuesday were 


advised by State Relief Adminis- 
trator Haynes to take immediate 
steps, if necessary, toward formu- 
lating legislation seeking state aid 
to take care of unemployablcs 
about to be released from federal 
relief. 


Haynes, in a letter to county of- 


ficials, pointed out that bills must 
be introduced during the first 20 
days of the legislative session and 
that requests for state aid must be 
made in legislation introduced 
within that period. 


"Our records indicate that the 


release of unemployables by the 
federal government, possibly by 
February 1, will place your county 
in a very difficult and serious sit- 
uation since you neither have nor 
will have adequate funds to care 
for cases which are unable to 
work," Haynes wrote. /'Provision 
must be made at once to care for 
them through some other source." 


He suggested that county boards 


make an immediate investigation 
of unemployable cases and stated 
that all records and statistics at 
the FERA offices vcre available to 
them. Haynes also stated that re- 
lease of the unemployables did not 
abrogate FERA and county agree- 
ments.

ASKED BY ADAMS 


Seeks Constitutional 


Change; Governor 
To Pick Jurists. 


Rep. 
John Adams, jr., Omaha, 


republican, is preparing a bill lor 
submission 
of a constitutional 


amendment providing for reorgan- 
ization of the judiciary. If the 
proposal is submitted and adopted, 
Supreme and District court judges 
would be appointed by the gov- 
ernor by and with the advice and 
consent of the legislature for terms 
considerably 
longer t h a n 
at 


present. 


Representative Adams, only ne- 


gro member of the 
legislature, 


said he has conferied with Chief 
Justice C. A Goss of the Supreme 
court and others on his measure. 


Twelve Year Terms. 


The proposed amendment to the 


constitution provides that judges 
of the Supreme court, now elected 
for six years, would be appointed 
as provided above for 
12-year 


terms, three in 1941, three in 1943 
and the chief justice in 1939. The 
governor would be required to 
submit his nominations to 
the 


legislature for confirmation seven 
days in advance. The legislature 
would always be in session to 
receive the nominations, since the 
terms would expire comcidentally 
with convening of the legislature. 


Under the proposed amendment, 


judges would be eligible for re- 
appointment and would hold office 
on good behaviour, provision be- 
ing made for their impeachment 
for cause. 
Similar provisions are made for 


appointing District court judges, 
who would, however, be appointed 
to 10-year terms. 


Muny Addition Possible. 


Adams said his bill may incor- 


porate an amendment to present 
statutes to provide for 
appoint- 


ment in a similar fashion of Mu- 
nicipal court judges. This office 
was created by statute, and a con- 
stitutional amendment would not 
be necessary, he said. 
In regard to county judges, Rep- 


resentatives Adams said sentiment 
seems to favor continuing them 
on an elective basis.

A meeting of republican state 


senators was helcyat the capitol 
Monday afternoon, following ad- 
journment of the chamber to talk 
over several matters, ons of them 
being the bill which Senator Bui- 
lard, democrat, has introduced to 
compel broadcasting of University 
of Nebraska football games. 


While it is recognized that there 


is some sentiment over the state 
in favor of radio reports on the 
games, some of the republicans 
feel that it might be butting into 
something entirely outside the 
legislature's sphere to attempt to 
instruct the university regents and 
athletic authorities what shall be 
dcjne in the matter. 


No state funds are appropri- 


ated to support football at the 
university, which depends for its 
revenue entirely on receipts from 
sale of tickets. Football, moreover, 
provides the money needed to 
carry on other athletic activities, 
such as basketball, track contests, 
baseball, 
tennis, etc., none of 


which pays its own way. 


Broadcasts Drop Attendance. 
It was pointed out that during 


the period when broadcasting of 
games at Nebraska field was per- 
mitted the attendance fell off very 
materially, particularly from Lin- 
coln. Many residents of the capi- 
tol, the senators were informed, 
quit buying tickets 
to see the 


games and stayed at home to 
follow the play by radio 
When 


the broadcasting 
stopped, 
Lin- 


coln people who had been getting 
their football cheap again started 
patronizing the games, and the 
stadium receipts were correspond- 
ingly swelled . 


No definite action was taken by 


the g. o. p. senatorial group, but 
it was the general opinion that no 
hasty action should be taken.

perhaps, when it is recalled .that at no time in

national history prior to ,1916 did the peace time 
debt of the United States exceed a billion dollars, 
and at the close of the Civil war, it was only 
slightly in excess of that figure. So for purposes 
of easy comparison, it should be noted that the 
obligations incurred are thirty-four times greater 
than at any period in American history until the 
last eighteen years from a purely peace time pro- 
gram. 


And to this must be added the debts of the 


states, and of the minor political subdivisions. The 
gross figure is impressive. The gross public debt 
approximates $600 per capita, with an annual per 
capita charge of $160. It is the equivalent of a 
mortgage against all existing property in this 
country of about 20 per cent and a tax burden on 
the basis of present national income of about 40 
per cent. That is the blackest side of the picture, 
purposely presented first so that there shall be no 
misunderstanding of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. 


HETHER it raises more serious problems than 


this country heretofore has faced cannot be 


answered in any other way than by the passage 
of timef Mr. Roosevelt frankly admits the budget 
cannot be balanced during the present fiscal year 
which is ended on the closing day of June next, 
and in all probability during the fiscal year of 
1936. 
It is a sore disappointment to him, and yet 


he faces it with customary candor. 


The question of spending resolves 
itself 
into 


simply one issue, and that is whether expenditures 
are wise and sound. They may be profligate and 
reckless and costly and they may be intelligent and 
of a type which in the end will return excellent 
dividends. 
There never has been a period in 


American history when both the nation and its in- 
dividual citizens have not been in debt. In the 
earlier eras, it was this willingness to assume debt 
which led to the development of the country. 


America has spent, or will spend, approximately 


18 billions at the close of the next biennium in 
combatting the economic collapse which threatened 
the perpetuity of democratic institutions. In July 
of 1929, the national debt had been slashed from 26 
billions until it was slightly in excess of 16 bil- 
lions. Before Mr. Hoover left 
office, before the 


full force of the depression hid directed its fury 
against millions of American homes, the debt had 
mounted to more than 21 billions. Mr. Roosevelt 
was faced with two choices.

Walker Whiteside. 
P 


R the older theater goers in Lincoln, the mere 
mention of Walker Whiteside's name is suffi- 


cient to revive those memories of the legitimate 
stage when it was at its glory. Mr. Whiteside came 
back to Lincoln Monday night in a thoroughly en- 
oyable presentation of "The Master of Ballantrae." 
Although a little older than he was during his last 
appearance here, his voice lacking in some of the 
vigor it previously possessed, nevertheless he was 
enthusiastically received by his audience, which 
gave unmistakable proof that when a master walks 
across the stage, even the greatest triumph of the 
screen cannot compete. 


There is this interesting reflection in Whiteside's 


appearance. He belongs to the old school—to that 
period where subtlty and suavity was practiced de- 
iberately, until it assumed all of the elements of 
realism. The rogue of the old school was a super- 
rogue, finished, polished, and refined, 
lacking in 


the crudities and brutalities of the present day 
gangster. The hero was a knight of flesh 
and 


blood, the personification of chivalry and gallantry 
and tenderness. Perhaps it had a tendency to give 
character a measure of heaviness and to rob it of 
some of its simplicity. At least, the younger gen- 
eration so looks upon it. It finds difficulty in rec- 
onciling itself to those mid-Victorian men who 
walk across the space in front of the footlights and 
speak with eloquent gestures, with facile facial ex- 
pression, and with more feeling in their voice. 


And Whiteside has lost none of his genius in 


this direction. He was the gay, debonair adventur- 
er, who smiled at danger with none of the tensity 
of the present day, who smirked and grimaced at 
the •world and who looked upon life as one huge 
joke. 


But Mr. Whiteside plays his part truly in ac- 


cordance with the traditions of his day. And he 
surrounds himself with associates trained in the 
same school. Most of the cast appearing with him 
came originally from the English stage, although 
the majority of them have been in this country a 
good many years. Stapleton Kent, who appeared 
as Lord Durie, John Winthrop, who was Mr. Mc- 
Kellar, Hugh Huntley as Brother Henry, and James 
Metcalfe as Colonel Burke all lived near enough 
to Scotland to acquire the Scotch burr with little 
difficulty. 
Carl Vose lives on a fruit farm in 


California and deserts it only when Mr. Whiteside 
takes to the road. 


It was an enjoyable performance, suggesting that 


there still is a day ahead of the legitimate stage in 
America. 


Nebraska Does Her Part. 


fTlHE chart distributed from out 
New York City 


A by the Associated Press showing the contri- 
butions made locally by states to relief work re- 
flects credit upon Nebraska. This is the more sur- 
prising in the face of an intense campaign among 
a number of the eastern states against common- 
wealths which, they claim, were receiving large 
slices of federal funds withqutjnaking any effort 
on their own part to care for their unfortunates. 
Frequently the criticism has been launched against 
Nebraska. 


The chart shows Nebraska compares favorably 


with such states as Ohio, Maryland, Minnesota, 
Indiana, Illinois, and ^Pennsylvania, and with 36.8 
of the total expenditure for relief coming from lo- 
cal sources is in a much more advantageous posi- 
tion than fully two-thirds of the forty-eight states 
in the union. -It should be observed that the local 
contributions in Nebraska come through the coun- 
ties, due to the constitutional prohibition against 
incurring'indebtedness which prevails here, so far 
as state finances go. When the legislature con- 
vened in January, 1933, no definite relief program 
had gotten underway and no appropriation was 
made for this purpose by the state. The result 
was to make no state funds available during the 
last biennium, which ends next July, In reality, 
the situation presented a contradiction, however. 
For when the state made no appropriation, it de- 
volved upon the counties to handle the problem as 
they had previously and in more than two-thirds

shows that instead of occupying the unenviable 
role of depending entirely upon the federal gov- 
ernment, Nebraska has'been doing her part and 
doing it well.

Natural 
appetite 
cannot

trusted altogether, because we 
have damaged it by our habits of 
overeating, temptin^ ourselves to 
eat when no' hungry, and sea- 
soning food so highly as to stim- 
ulate the appetite beyond capac- 
ity. 


Natural appetites 
should be 


preserved so far as possible. Chil- 
dren burn up so much energy that 
sugar is essential to their diet. 
Thus, a child should never be en- 
tirely deprived of 
candy, as a 


punishment, for instance, because 
w'len he does get a chance to eat 
sugar or sweets of any kind, his 
natural appetite for it will be so 
starved that he will eat too much 
at once, and more than 
likely 


make himself ill. 


Of 
course, 
some 
additions 


should be made to Dr. Hutchin- 
son's remarks, sensible as they 
are. In the past many deficiency 
diseases were widespread because 
the world did not know that they 
could be prevented by adding 
definite articles to the diet. Thus 
we know now that orange or to- 
mato juice and cod liver oil (or 
its equivalents) must be added to 
a child's diet to prevent scury 
and rickets. And whether they 
like it or not, some pigmented 
foods, such as spinach and car- 
rots, 
are

The budget estimate showed a 


total cut in the department of 
agriculture appropriation of $515,- 
328,000, declining from SI,164.- 
680.000 this year to 8653,278,170 
in 1936. The slash was accounted 
for largely by the AAA reduc- 
tion and that for the bureau of 
public roads and emergency cat- 
tle buying.

Supreme Bench Also 
Holds Courts Cannot In- 
crease Jury Damages. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—(AP) 


•—Evidence that World war vet- 
erans had worked at gainful oc- 
cupations after the lapse of their 
government 
insurance 
policies 


prevents them from claiming that 
they became 
permanently 
and 


totally disabled while the policies 
were in effect, the Supreme court 
ruled Monday. 


In a 5 to 4 decision, the Su- 


preme court held that courts have 
no right to increase damages fixed 
by a jury. 


The right of the federal gov- 


ernment to inquire into motives 
behind the reorganization of cor- 
porations 
in 
determining 
tax: 


liabilities was upheld 
by 
the 


court. The government contended 
this was necessary 
to ascertain 


whether reorganizations are gen- 
uine or merely to escape tax pay- 
ments. 


The latter decision was con- 


sidered one of the most important 
tax rulings in recent years. 


The court agreed to review the 


death sentence imposed by Ala- 
bama on Haywood Patterson and 
Clarence Norris, negroes convicted 
at Scottsboro of criminal assault 
on a white woman. 
They had been sentenced to die 
on February 8. 


Once before; the high court or- 


dered a new trial for Patterson, 
Norris and five other negro de- 
fendants in the widely 
known 


case. It held then they had been 
denied a fair trial. 


On the second trial Patterson 


and Norris again were convicted 
and 
sentenced 
to death. The 


others are awaiting trial.

tee was legally created by simple 
majority vote, 19 to 12, and did 
not affect the setup of regular 
standing committees in any way. 


The motion to name the second 


special committee and providing 
that it should work in conjunc- 
tion with the unicameral group 
already picked for the house was 
made by Senators Regan and 
Stewart, in accordance with the 
understanding previously reached 
in caucus. It provided for 11 
members, including the chairman 
at large and two from each con- 
gressional district. 


It was voted upon without a 


record division and apparently 
all the democratic senators pres- 
ent reported "aye." No republican 
voices were raised in dissent, al- 
though Senators Van Kirk and 
Price of the minority had been 
quite vociferous in the preceding 
discussion over the validity of the 
naming of the special liquor com- 
mittee, contending that it took 
two-thirds to carry such a mo- 
tion under suspension of 
the 


rules. 


Speedy Selection. 


Chairman Callan of the senate 


committee on committees at once 
called that body together and in 
half an hour the personnel of 
the special unicameral commit- 
tee was picked. 


Senator Crowley of Douglas 


county is chairman of the extra 
group. The democrats took eight 
places for themselves and gave 
three to the republicans. The 
membership includes, besides the 
chairman:

without further delay to avoid 
rough sailing on the legislative 
sea. 


Warner's Opportunity. 


It had dawned upon them that 


Senator Warner, floor leader of 
the minority, who was the orig- 
inal booster for a one-house legis- 
lature in the 1933 session, might 
cause them great embarrassment 
by offering a motion himself to 
carry out Governor Cochran's 
recommendation for 
a 
special 


•ommittee. 


Had Warner beat the democrats 


to it, they would then have been 
in the predicament of having to 
vote either "yes1 'or "no" on his 
motion. If they lined up against it, 
they would be openly refusing to 
follow the lead of their own chief 
executive. If they supported it, 
the credit for forcing the commit- 
tee's appointment would go to the 
republicans. 


To avoid such a dilemma the 


majority leaders passed the word 
around Tuesday morning that the 
motion for the special committee 
•would be offered as a party pro- 
posaHand that all good democrats 
•wererexpected to support it. 


Price Asks Correction. 


Before this motion was pre- 


sented, however, Senator Price, 
republican, called for a correction 
of-the journal of last Thursday 
relative to the appointment of a 
special committe on liquor con- 
trol bills. He and Senator Van 
Kirk protested that the creation 
of a new committee involved a 
change in the senate's rules and 
needed a two-thirds majority, or 
22 votes, to carry; whereas, the 
committe had been authorized by 
only 19 votes against 12. 


Senator Callen, democratic cau- 


cus chairman, insisted that the 
naming of the liquor committee 
had nothing to do with the regu- 
lar standing committees and did 
not alter the rules in any respect 


Sounds Challenge. 


Van Kirk declared that the two- 


thirds requirement would apply 
and that if the special committee 
•went ahead under present condi- 
tions its work would be illegal 
and any liquor legislation subse- 
quently passed could be attacked 
in the courts and knocked out 


"That's all poppycock from a 


lawyer to scare the laymen mem- 
bers of this chamber." retorted^ 
Senator Stewart, himself an attor- 
ney. "There's no court in the 
•world that -would hold a legisla- 
ture's act unconsitutional merely 
because of the manner in which 
some committee had handled it 
Laws are not passed by commit- 
tees, but byq constitutional ma- 
jority vote in the chambers them- 
selves.' 


Senator Bullard. democrat, re- 


minded Van Kirk that in the ses- 
sion two years ago one special 
committee after another had been 
named by the senate for various 
purposes. 


"And 
you never 
raised 
a 


squawk about it than." Bullard 
told the Lancaster solon. 


Lieutenant Governor Jurgen- 


sen finally held lhat the senate 
can create a special committee at 
any time by majority vote, with 
out any suspension of the rules.

Hauptmann as a man in a dirty 
green automobile who passed his 
home March 1, 1932, turned into 
the Lindbergh road and "glared at 
me as if he saw a ghost!" 


He also said he saw "some of 


the ladder" in the automobile. 


The melodramatic surprise — 


heightened by the 
extinguishing 


of the courtroom lights just as the 
old man first pointed 
accusingly 


at Hauptmann—was sandwiched 
between two other highlights of 
the morning session. 


The state failed in its second at- 


tempt to get the ladder 
down 


which it contends the baby was 
carried to its death into evidence 
and the defense pursued a vigor- 
ous attack on the efficiency of the

after

troopers testified they could,find 
no fingerprints in the Lindbergh 
nursery, on the ladder, or on the

Defense Again Successful.

"expertness" of Kelly, and quar- 
reled with him over proper meth- 
ods used for preserving finger- 
prints. 


Hochmuth was a surprise to the

another and one state, in some in- 
stances, is lighting another. PWA 
boards ,however, found a steadily 
declining water table. It dropped 
as far as 16 to 20 feet in some in- 
stances in Nebraska." He empha- 
sized the importance of irrigation 
project in Nebraska to conserve 
land and prevent the destruction 
of soil in future years. The PWA 
irrigation projects, approved by 
the state board, it was said, are 
planned to insure the future. 


Prospects are for a further prog- 


ress in agricultural technique, fur- 
ther depletion of soil resources and 
a further decline in births in the 
United States, O. E. Baker, senior 
agricultural economist from Wash- 
ington, said in speaking before the 
crop growers. 


Migration Balances. 


Baker showed how the number 


of people going from farms to 
cities has varied and how the de- 
pression decreases this due to eco- 
nomic circumstances. The move- 
ment from country to city and 
vice-versa about balanced in 1934. 
Relatively few young people were 
going to the cities for the first 
time. "Should the cessation of mi- 
gration from farms persist until 
1960 there would probably be an 
increase of 50 per cent," Baker de- 
clared. This he regarded as a seri- 
ous situation. From a strictly eco- 
nomic standpoint, he pointed out, 
more farmers are not needed. 


Arthur 
Anderson, state land 


consultant, in his talk before the 
crop section, advocated the put- 
ting of more land into grass in an 
attempt to prevent erosion. 


The profitable use of land, as 


based on farm account records, 
was discussed by Arthur George, 
extension economist, on the crop 
program also. He cited records to 
show that certain types of farms 
have been more practical in some 
areas than in others.

Nothing is better to bal- 
ance a ration of silage for cows 
than alfalfa but alfalfa

scarce this year, therefore, 
the 


well known high protein feeds 
must be substituted in many in- 
stances. 


Might Reverse Order. 


When 
Nebraskans think of 


silage crops, they think of corn 
and sorghums, according to P. H. 
Stewart of the agronomy depart- 
ment who continued the discus- 
sion. The order might well be re- 
versed, Mr. Stewart thinks, and 
made to read sorghums and corn, 
especially in a series of dry years 
such as has ben recently 
ex- 


perienced. 


Stresses Smooth Silos. 


A smooth interior is necessary 


for all types of silos, stated Ivan 
D. Wood, extension engineer who 
presented a few ideas on silo 
construction to the farmers as- 
sembled. 


Experience 
of farmers with 


trench silos in Cuming county, 
an area seldom affected by drouth, 
was related by Clay Westcott, 
county agent. 


Packer feeding, direct market- 


ing and the widening spread in 
prices between the producer and 
the consumer are big problems 
of the live stock producer, assert- 
ed Chris Abbott, Grant county, 
who spoke on these problems.
